is used. A fter mixing the graphite with a 
pipe clay from Germany to the consistency 
of thick cream, it 
Is 
ground between 
two flat 
stones; the 
water 
is then 
forced out until it becomes thick dough ; 
it then goes to the forming press, where 
the lead is forced through a plate perforat­ 
ed with holes the size and shape desired 
for the lead-pencil. The best wood for 
pencils is the cedar of Florida. 
The late 
Joseph Dixon, who made the first A m e ri­ 
can pencils, in 1830, was unsuccessful in 
consequence of the cheapness of foreign 
color. 
Ten grades of graphite pencils are 
now made at the Dixon manufactories aDd 
over 400 different styles. 
It is estimated 
that the cost of lead pencils for the United 
States is nearly $4,000,000 annually.

Mr. T. J. Hand, tbe treasurer of the A 
J . C. Club, Las sold 13 bulls and yearlings 
and 18 bull calves, averaging $139.13 each, 
aud 30 telltales, young aud old, at au aver­ 
age of $250.98 each. 
At Mr. Fowler'*recent sale in New York 
City, reported id lh © last number ot the 
Journal, 20 two-year old imported hellers 
averaged $380 25 ; and at Ifs sale 'n Phila­

neighborhood had no test until the final 
bumble bee went to grass, it was no trick 
At any time while the battle raged, to see 
from one to a dozen boys—the neighbors’ 
boys kinuly bore a hand in the fray—skip­ 
ping around the front yard or out into the 
street, each waving a doth or bush irantic- 
ly about his bead, and with an excited and 
terribly-in-earnest bomble bee in his im­ 
mediate rear. When the war was over we 
went down and surveyed the battle field. 
The “garden" looked as if a troop of buf 
taloes had charged through it; corn, beans, 
squashes and all the paraphernalia of a 
well organized vegetable nursery, were rn 
•’one burial blent.” 
A forest of artichokes, 
which were oar especial pride, presented 
about the appearance that might have been 
expected if a rhinoceros had summered

ll it had not stood so near Salisbury’s
